These 
postage stamps will all display the 
same portrait of Her Majesty, Queen 
Elizabeth II, and are being issued to 
replace the current stamps of the 
same denominations that display 
portraits of His late Majesty, King 
George VI. 

This new series of postage stamps 
and the 4c Coronation commemor- 
ative stamp issue described below 
have been planned to again reflect 
the respect and deep devotion of the 
Canadian people towards their 
Sovereign.

The design for the ordinary issue 
postage stamps was conceived by 
the Canadian Bank Note Company, 
Limited, which also engraved and 
printed the stamps.

The lc stamp will 
be brown, the 2c green, the 3c red, 
the 4c purple and the 5c blue. The 
stamps will all be small size, the, 
same as the current issue King 
George VI design stamps, and will be 
released initially printed from two 
printing plates for each denomin- 
ation plates 1 and 2.

The sight of her clouding canvas, 
of her sleek black hull driving for- 
ward with a “bone in her teeth”, 
brought with it, to seaman and lay- 
man alike, that quickening of the 
pulse more usually associated with 
the passing of “colours” and the 
mutter of drums, the tramp of 
marching men, the skirl of pipes. 
There was a “something” about the 
royal cutter which drove down deeply 
into men’s hearts. 

During her life of forty-three 
years the ceaseless battle which is 
waged between skilled yacht design- 
ers and the makers of yacht-rating 
rules eddied about her. Her life-long 
story is also the history of British 
yachting, the history of the rating 
rule, and the history of the Yacht. 
Racing Association. The tide of her 
fortune ebbed and flowed in sym- 
pathy with the virtues or vices of the 
prevailing measurement system. 


Throughout it all, however, she 
rode serenely — emerging at the last 
just the same ideal first class cutter 
she had always been. Rules came and 
went; competitors came and went; 
and throughout it all BRITTANIA’S 
personality remained unchanged. 
Brittania was — herself! * 

In 1892, G. L. Watson, supreme 
master of the art of yacht design, 
and near the zenith of his fame, was 
commissioned to design the “Brit- 
tania” by H.R.H. Prince Edward of 
Wales. So perfect were the lines of 
the hull that she was never altered 
during her entire lifetime, despite the 
fact that rules and racing fashion 
caused the owners to change rigs six 
times from the original of 1893. The 
rig shown on the 1935 Silver Jubilee 
design represents one of the final 
evolutions of the Bermudian sail. The 
steepening head sails are quite evi- 
dent in this, the next to last rig 
fitted to the Brittania. 

The late King George V loved his 
yacht Brittania and sailed her well— 
often handling her himself. He is 
said to have been most pleased when 
the Brittania was chosen as the prin- 
cipal theme for the highest value of 
Canada’s philatelic contribution to 
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the celebration of the King’s Silver 
Jubilee in 1935. 

The stamp is truly beautiful—not 
only because of the Royal Yacht, but 
because cf the exquisite taste and 
restraint with which the general de- 
sign is carried out. As eminent a 
writer as Winthrop Boggs has writ- 
ten, “The 13 cent, picturing the 
King’s yacht Brittania, is considered 
by many to be Canada’s most beauti- 
ful stamp.” 

The happy choice of the proper 
shade of blue added much to the 
stamp’s beauty, and, in fulfilling 
their contract, a new one at the time, 
the Canadian Banknote Company 
outdid themselves in the perfection 
of the engraver's art. 

Line engraved as the stamp is, a 
truly great artist excelled himself as 
can be seen by anyone taking the 
time to examine the Brittania care- 
fully. The writer is forever intriqued 
by the art of the engravers in de- 
veloping this stamp — especially the 
sea and sky! 

The thirteen cent Brittania was 
printed in sheets of two hundred — 
ten across, and cut horizontally into 
post office panes of one hundred. 
Upper and lower refers to the sheet 
position and also to the plate block 
imprint above or below center in 
sheets of one hundred. Plate imprints: 
appear on both right and left sides 
of one hundred. The normal stamp 
is perforated 12 by 12, with no im- 
perforate edges, but also exists im- 
perforate. Very rare proofs, on thin 


paper, in the normal color of the 
stamp also exist. 
Only one million one hundred 


thousand copies of the Brittania were 
printed, so that the stamp is not too 
common, but it is still within reach 
of the average collector. 

As to plate blocks, the quantity 
printed works out to 5,500 unsevered 
sheets of 200, and assuming that this 


pg 


amount is equally divided between 
Plates one and two, with four posi- 
tions for each plate, we find that 
only 2,750 plate blocks of each posi- 
tion could possibly exist. Since col- 
lectors were not very plate block 
conscious in 1935, and thousands of 
plate blocks were broken up in nor- 
mal use, the great rarity of some of 
the positions, and the comparative 
scarcity of all, is quite understand- 
able. 

Varieties exist as follows. Only 
constant varieties are mentioned 
which can be seen either by a person 
of normal vision or aided by a mag- 
nifier of reasonable power. If too 
powerful a glass is used, on any 
stamp which one wishes to specialize, 
infinite varieties occur — im fact no 
two stamps are exactly alike. There- 
fore common sense must be used in 
not “blowing up” the stamp too high 
in the eager chase for varieties!

Yacht Brittania today? It was the 
wish of the late King George V that 
the yacht be returned to the sea and 
so, on the night of July 9, 1936, the 
Admiralty destroyers Amazon and 
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Winchested, aboard which were a few 
of her old friends, accompanied her 
to a point well to the south of the 
Isle of Wight almost within sight and 
sound of the Solent, where she had 
raced so often. Here, with the mem- 
ory of her great race with the Am- 
erican Navahoe — 120 miles in a 
gale and three seconds apart at the 
finish — she was sunk, and rests in 
peace at the bottom of the English 
Channel. À

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BORDEAUX 


When you receive this issue I should be in this ancient French 
seaport, providing I am able to keep to schedule. As most French 
philatelists know, one of the world’s great accumulations of old cor- 
respondence with classic stamps at present is in existence here. It is 
the mail of a once great firm of maritime shippers, principally in the 
wine trade. Literally hundreds of covers bearing strips and blocks 
of early United States, Mauritius, etc., have already come to light 
from the old vaults. 


It is an interesting story how these are being marketed. Many 
years ago a certain gentleman from Paris saved the life of the son 
of the old Bordeaux family. In appreciation of this, the family has 
allowed him to gradually market this fabulous accumulation and 
firmly refused to allow anyone else “to enter the picture”. In about 
twenty years he has scarcely made any impression on the lot as a 
whole, although he has sold for hundreds of millions of franes. (The 
gentleman from Paris has promised to sell me any Canada he finds).

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Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 


Last month I wondered why the 
new dollar had been printed from 
two plates. I now have the answer 
from Mr. Carpenter. “The use of 
plates for the printing of stamps is 
entirely a matter left to the discre- 
tion of the manufacturer. In the case 
of the recently issued $1.00 stamp, 
the manufacturer has found that 
some economy in operation costs 
would result if two plates were used 
rather than one. The presses used 
by the manufacturer will accommo- 
date two plates. If one plate is used 
the press time required to “print a 
given quantity of stamps is approxi- 
mately twice that required if two 
plates are used.” 

In the same letter Mr. Carpenter 
confirms that plates 14 and 15 of 
the current issue 4c orange stamp 
have been used, and adds that plate 
16 has not appeared yet from the 
manufacturer, and it is rather im- 
probable that it will be used. It cer- 
tainly will be an interesting plate 
if it ever does appear! 

In common with other collectors I 
am locking forward with interest to 
the three new issues of April ist. I 
am especially interestd in the 2c 
value, and hope the shade of blue 
used will bring out the design to 
advantage. If it does I predict this 
stamp will have a good future. 

My article “Adventures with Can- 
adian Plate Blocks,” appeared in the 
Feb. 14th issue of “Weekly Philatelic 
Gossip,” and I must congratulate the 
editor, Mr. Harry Weiss, on the typo- 
graphical accuracy and artistic lay- 
out of the material. My hope was to 
attract American collectors to our 
branch of the hobby, so I was par- 
ticularly pleased to hear from Mr. 
Cyril H. Hawley of Hartford, Con., 
and Mr. George L. Lee of Bernards- 
ville, New Jersey. Mr. Hawley writes 
“I have found, as you mention, that 
my fascination with these stamps 
grows daily, and I’m sure I would 
enjoy closer contact with those who 
“speak the language.” Mr. Lee says 
“I have been playing around a few 
months with the O.H.MS. and with 
the G and with the regular stamps 
from 1946 on, and seem to be re- 
peating many of the things that you 
were deing back in 1950. I have 
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written to both these gentlemen ad- 
vising them to subscribe to “Popular 
Stamps” and hope to have the pleas- 
ure of hearing from them again. ` 

Others whom I wish to thank for 
kind words in connection with this 
article are Mr, Preston Hackett of 
Ottawa, Mr. Paul Brown of Brock- 
ville, and Mr. H. G. Bertram of 
Dundas. I have had occasion in the 
past to pay tribute to Mr. Hackett 
and Mr, Brown, but do not feel I 
have ever done justice to Mr. Ber- 
tram. Several years ago I was pri- 
vileged to visit his beautiful home in 
Dundas, but I was so overcome by 
his collection of early Canada that 
I neglected his very considerable 
plate block collection. As he says in 
his latest letter, “I have given up 
trying to fill the plate numbers of 
the new issues, because it takes up 
much of the time which I prefer to 
devote to the nineteenth century ma- 
terial. I am doing quite a lot of 
work on the 17c Cartiers of ’59, 
which I have plated. As a matter of 
fact, I have at least two stamps for 
most of the plate numbers, and I 
think I will go on and see if I can 
plate the stamp for each of the three 
perforations.” Now that he is retired 
from active business he can devote 
more time to his hobby, and I am 
locking forward very much to anoth- 
er look at that marvellous collection. 
The best of evrything to you, Mr. 
Bertram!

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The King's Book 


This is really a catalogue listing 
of the late King George VI collection 
of the British Empire. When we 
think of a collection of about a quar- 
ter million stamps, we can get a 
small grasp of the magnitude of this 
book and the tremendous amount of 
work the author must have done to 
get such a monumental book into 
existence. 


At first glance through this book, 
one can only gasp. First the size is 
immense, then the cover, made from 
one gcat's skin carries the Royal 
Arms in gold. Next, you look inside 
and see page after page of the most 
striking illustrating reproductions of 
the world’s rarest stamps, right there 
in their natural color. You feel all 
you have to do is to take your tweez- 
ers and lift them up. There are also 
literally dozens of pages in black, 
illustrating by the hundred, many 
unique items and other rare stamps 
of the collection. The book is the re- 
sult of the best art of the paper 
maker, the printer, the book binder 
and finally the artist who put the 
finishing touches on the cover. 

At the beginning of the book are 
portraits of both H.M. George V and 
H.M. George VI. It is the result of 
several years work for all parties 
concerned with the production of the 
book. It is a book that will be valued 
by collectors the world over. It will 
be a prized possession by the libra- 
ries who will be fortunate enough to 
be able to secure a copy. The edition 
is very limited and it would not sur- 
prise me if it were scld out by now. 

Mere words fail me to adequately 
describe this wonderful book. Great 
eredit must be given to Sir John Wil- 
son, the very able and so well quali- 
fied author of this stupendous work. 
There is but one regret and that is 
that our dearly beloved King did not 
live long enough to see the finished 
book. — L. Seale Holmes, M.D. 





Concisely Dr. Holmes gives the 
philatelists viewpoint on this phila- 
telice book of books. From the non- 
philatelie standpoint the lay press 
across Canada has given it generous 
mention. One of these from a Cal- 
gary newspaper, we reproduce below: 


A book which is unique in publish- 


ing history and one of the costliest 
on the market, “The Royal Philatelic 
Collection,” is now available at the 
Calgary Public Library. 

The immense volume, which re- 
cords for the first time the story of 
the remarkable collection of nearly 
250,000 stamps founded by King 
George V and maintained by King 
George VI, was written by Sir. John 
Wilson, who is in charge of the 
philatelic collection at Buckingham 
Palace. 

It has been jointly purchased by 
the library, the Calgary Philatelic 
Society, the Calgary Stamp Collec- 
tors’ Club and the Foothills Stamp 
Club, at a cost of $180. 

It is one of a limited number pub- 
lished by the Dropmore Press Ltd. 
of London, publishers of fine and 
rare editions, and was planned and 
edited by Clarence Winchester. 

The book is almost encyclopaedic 
in its scope. Its 568 pages include a 
detailed descriptive of the symbols 
used in English, French, Spanish and 
German. 

There are 64 pages of monochrome 
illustrations and 12 pages of litho- 
graphic color plates. These color 
plates are so realistic that it appears 
almost as if the stamps could be 
lifted from the pages. This faithful 
reproduction is the result of more 
than 50 printings for each pair of 
color plates. 

The volume measures 144% inches 
by 10% inches, and is bound in a rich 
red leather — a whole Nigerian goat 
skin — the type of binding found 
most suitable to last through the 
centuries. 

The front cover, through special 


- permission of the late King George 


VI, carries a reproduction of the 


-Royal Arms in gold. 


Inside is a complete catalogue of 
the 330 royal stamp albums and a 
30,000 word monograph by Sir John 
Wilson. In this he tells how interest 
in stamps began in the Royal family 
as far back as 1864, and traces the 
Royal collection from its beginning. 

“The Royal Philatelic Collection” 
will be available to the public, but 
it will not be removed from the lib- 
rary building. People wishing to read 
through it will have to sign a regis- 
ter in order to do so.

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T.S.C. CLUB NOTES

He gave an instructive 
survey of its development from the 
discovery of the Falls three centuries 
ago to the present time, illustrated 


by slides. 
At the February 5th meeting the 
large beautiful bound book “The 


Royal Philatelic Collection” by Six 
John Wilson Bt., Keeper of the King’s 
Collection was on view. This book, 
which was purchased jointly by the 
Toronto Stamp Collectors” Club and 
the Toronto Public Library is housed 
at the Reference Library on College 
Street where it can be viewed by a 
member of any recognized Stamp 
Club on production of his member's 
card.

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FIND SHOWN AT W.P.S. 
MEETING 

Specialists in the stamps of Can- 
ada, will be interested to learn of the 
finding in December, 1952, of a num- 
ber of stamps of the 3 cent, violet, 
King George VI, from plate 8 which 
were printed on a lighter paper than 
others of the same and other plate 
numbers. On December 10, 1952, at 
the Winnipeg Philatelic Society’s 
meeting, a past president of the So- 
ciety showed a block of sixteen with 
the plate No. of Plate 8. By com- 
parison with other plate blocks from 
Plate 8 it was apparent that here 
was a find. However, to be absolutely 
sure, it was suggested that a given 
number of the stamps under question 
should be compared with other 
stamps of the same number and de- 
nomination, from the same Plate and 
others, by weight. This has been done 
and a confirmation of the find estab- 
lished. Comparisons were made with 
other stamps from Plate 8, 10, 11 and 
15. Since the original find was made, 
another full sheet was located in 
Winnipeg. There must be other 
sheets from this some thinner paper 
in existence, It will be intersting to 
learn if perchance, other denomina- 
tions were printed on this same thin- 
ner paper.

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RAMBLING GOSSIP 
By Mufti 


In the Winnipeg Tribune of some 
weeks ago a new discovery of an un- 
usual variety was reported. The 
stamp referred to was in our Peace 
Set of 1942 of Canada, Scott’s No. 
252-3c Red Violet which has been dis- 
covered on thin paper. This find will 
no doubt cause a scurry amongst all 
mint block collectors. The plate num- 
ber block from it should prove a very 
valuable acquisition. 


The Australia Food Product issue 
has arrived and not likely, from an 
attractive point of view, to get a very 
generous welcome. The standard of 
work is not up to the usual quality 
we have been getting from Australia 
during the past few years. 

De La Rue and Bradbury Wilkin- 
son, the noted stamp engravers in Gt. 
Britain are apparently sharing the 
contract for the supplies of the 
Queen's Coronation issue. Illustrat- 
ions shown lately of Falkland De- 
pendencies and Nigeria are very 
pleasing, and in my opinion a far 
more handsome presentation than the 


issue of 1937. It is definitely stated 
that the Queen’s portrait will be in 
black on all stamps with borders in 
various colours. A note in Gibbon’s 
Monthly just to hand makes the fol- 
lowing statement:—“It will not sur- 
prise us if in the course of time this. 
set comes to be regarded as the 
finest of all modern Colonial issues”. 

Malta Self Government issued five 
stamps in new colours some weeks 
ago. Coming as late as this it could 
be that they may not have a very 
long life. New Zealand 3d provisional 
issue, that is the 1d green surcharged 
3d may be difficult to acquire not 
long from now. In consequence I 
think anyone would be well advised 
to get a used copy in their collection. 

Sixty years in the employment of 
one stamp firm must be a record. In 
Gibbon’s Monthly just received ref- 
erence is made to a Miss Florence 
Bolton who has been with their firm 
since February 1893. 

With regard to our new Canadian 
issues in April, it would seem appar- 
ent that topical collectors are in for 
a good time. It will be interesting, 
however, to see what the actual 
stamps look like when they are issued
